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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over SINDERBY 
(WO 02/056818) in view of EULIANO et al. (US 7,425,201). 

The Sinderby reference discloses a respiratory system (see Fig. 1) comprising a CPU 20 
that acts as both a calculator and a controller for controlling a level of ventilation assist via 
ventilation tube 34 based on electrical signals from measurement probe 12 which measures or 
indicates a patients inspiratory effort based on the comparison of the electrical signal to a desired 
threshold level. However, Sinderby fails to explicitly relate the measured signal to the fatigue of 
a respiratory muscle. Attention is further directed to EULIANO et al. which discloses another 
respiratory system which relates a patient's inspiratory effort, as derived from a measured signal, 
to the fatigue of a respiratory muscle for the reason of the avoidance of respiratory muscle 
fatigue and to stimulate a more natural breathing process (see col. 4, lines 13-28). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the SINDERBY system to incorporate the relation of the measured inspiratory effort to 
the fatigue of a respiratory muscle (if not already) in view of the teachings of the EULIANO et 
al. to stimulate a more natural breathing process (see col. 4, lines 13-28). 
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In regard to claims 1-9, the method as claimed would be inherent during normal use and 
operation of the device or system derived by the combined teachings discussed above.
